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As a result of this, he understood the 
matter had been straightened out. He knows of no 
one who was denied the right to vote, who made the 
effort to return to the voting place. He does not 
know how many of the people in this situation may 
have returned. 


I I explained that the voting binders 

were brought out for the Constitutional Convention 
which was held in approximately October, 1969, and 
in his opinion, not supported by fact, he believes 
there is a strong possibility the voting cards were 
altered at that time. Furthermore, there is no one 
in the 84th Precinct, who has served as a judge whom 
he would suspect of doing such a thing. Actually, 
he has the highest regard for the judges and he 
considers that it was an honest election board. 


further explained that for the past ten 
years WILLIAItf T, MURPHY was the United States Congress- 
man representing the Third Congressional District in 
Chicago. The regular Democratic Party, however, did 
not reslate WILLIAM T. MURPHY for the Primary Election 
for March 17, 1970, but in his place was MORGAN MURPHY. 
Opposing MORGAN MURPHY was AUGUSTUS SAVAGE.

poll wat cher for SA VAGE at the o4th Precinct, 21st 
Ward and I I told him she is not able to identify 

who the voters were for whom a Republican preference 
was incorrectly shown on their voting cards. 


I I stated there are approximately 650 

eligible voters in the 84th Precinct, 21st Ward, and 
that according to his count there were 305 votes cast 
for SAVAGE, 42 votes cast for MORGAN MURPHY and a small 
ntraiber of Republican ballots cast which he can only 
estimate as around 20. Since the blacks outnumber the 
white in this area by possibly more than 5 to 1, he 
could only conclude that he was unsuccessful in getting 
the blacks out to vote in any great nximbers.
